REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

Eaton,  February  14,  1939. 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Eaton: 

The  present  registration  in  the  Snowville  school  is 
thirty-four  pupils  and  the  school  room  has  been  over- 
crowded all  the  year.  The  same  condition  will  occur 
next  year  and  if  it  continues  will  present  a  very  definite 
problem.  Pupils  should  not  be  seated  in  aisles  or 
against  the  outside  wall. 

Elizabeth  W.  Bowen,  of  Bartlett,  a  graduate  of 
Plymouth,  who  had  two  years'  of  successful  experi- 
ence before  coming  here,  was  engaged  as  teacher,  and 
is  maintaining  an  orderly  and  well-taught  school. 

During  the  school  year  1937-1938  twenty-eight 
pup  Is  were  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  percentage  of 
attendance  was  91  which  is  low.  There  were  15  tardy 
marks  recorded.  Eighteen  pupils  were  transported 
and  the  superintendent  made  18  school  visits. 

The  medical  inspection  in  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1938,  disclosed  these  defects :  vision,  1 ;  hearing,  1 ; 
teeth,  14;  tonsils,  2;  breathing,  1;  adenoids,  1;  speech, 
1.  There  were  fourteen  dental  corrections  in  that  year. 

The  amount  to  be  voted  to  balance  the  budget  in- 
cluding the  special  items  for  Eaton  Center  transpor- 
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tation  and  for  insurance  is  $2,181.50.  It  will  be  nDted 
that  the  district  will  have  no  further  obligation  to  pay 
elementary  tuition  in  Brownfield. 

Some  money  should  be  spent  on  repairs  to  the 
toilets  as  it  is  difficult  and  expensive  to  service  them 
in  their  present  condition. 

I  suggest  that  the  cost  of  installing  running  wa- 
ter in  the  school  be  studied  and  given  consideration. 
There  should  be  sufficient  money  on  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  year  unless  the  unexpected  happens,  to  take 
care  of  the  expense  without  a  special  appropriation. 
Of  course,  the  water  supply  should  be  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  before  any  money  is  spent.
